Seven  Acres,  and  alien  built  upon  became 
a  fn-hionalde  street.

Crulched  Friars  wa*  *o  named  for  a  mon¬ 
astery  Hitppreased  by  lleury  VIII. 

Cnunou-row  waa  *o  called  from  the  cart¬ 
er  *  of  St.  Stephen's,  Westminster,  who 
dwelt  there. 

Aid-gate  i*  an  alia*  for  Old  gate,  which 
was  one  of  the  four  original  gales  of  Lou¬ 
don,  and  was  meutioned  iu  king  Edgar's  ■ 
reign,  in  967. 

Iu  many  cities  besides  London,  the 
name  *#  bridwwell  ia  suggestive  of  a  strong-  | 
hold  in  which  culprua  are  detained  and 
punished.
